Hon, J, E. Brown- 
lee, premier of Alberta; Hon. How- 
ard McConnell, provincial treasurer 
of Saskatchewan, and John I. Mc- 
Farland, general manager of the 
Pools’ Central Selling Agency Win- 
nipeg, were the delegates with whom 
the Prime Minister and his colleag- 
ues threshed out the arrangements 
for the marketing of the crop. 


Significant in the Prime Minister's 


statement was that the elevators will 
have ‘‘ample working capital’’ and 
that the prairie provinces will not 
be required to guaran‘ee elevator 
operations. The Premier’s state- 
ment said: 

“The wheat Pools of the three 
Western provinces, which own’ nearly 
1600 country elevators, as well as 
terminals at Vancouver and Fort 
William, will operate this year in 
the same way as private owned en- 
terprises. They will have ample 
working capital and the provinces 
will not be called upon to guarantee 
their operations. 

"As a substantial’ number of 
producers desire to market their 
grain on the Pool principle, the el- 
evators operated by the Pools in 
the several provinces will afford to 
such producers an opportunity to 
have their gtain dealt with by the 
operation of a voluntary pool. The 
elevators will make to such produc- 
ers an initial payment of 35. cents. 
per bushel on the same basis as to 
quality and point of delivery as in 
previous years. 

‘‘The Dominion government will 
take such action as may be necessary 
to insure the orderly marketing of 
the crop of the year. Panic condi- 
tions will not be permitted to con- 
trol the prices obtainable for this 
Western crop.’’ 


Mr. Shaw In Moscow 


When Mr. George Bernard Shaw, | 


visiting Russia, told the sons of the 
Soviet that it behove them to prove 
the success of their experiment as 


speedily as possible he tendered them |. 


some advice which they might heed 
with profit. Said he: 

When you. have concluded your 
job and succeeded there will be 
a hurry to follow your example. 
It is up to you to work hard and 
succeed quickly so that other 
will have no choice but to fol- 
low. 

It was a characteristic utterance 
of a near-octognearian who is. still 
young enough to be interested in so- 
cial experimentation. But if Rus- 
sians will ponder the meaning of 
his words it will be the better for 
the peace of the world. It may be 
assumed that every conscientious 
statesman desires to achieve for his 
country the best possible social 
state; the ‘‘home economics’’ has 
been striving all through the centur- 
ies to attain an ideal condition. If, 
then, that premise is sound Mr. 
Shaw is perfectly right when he says 
that if Russia can demonstrate that 
the Soviet system is the social state 
which humanity has been. seeking for 
hundreds of years, the rest of civil- 
ization will adopt it without hesita- 
tion. / 

The trouble is, however, that Rus- 
sia prefers to force a theory not only 
on her own people but upon the rest 
of the world without waiting to 
prove it nor even to see if it is ten- 
able. The Bolshevist theories can- 
not be disproved merely by ignoring 
them. Some day we may find that 
they are perfectl'y sound. But in the 
meantime the world which Russia is 
striving to starve into acceptance of 
those theories will accept them much 
more readily if they can first be 
demonstrated. A lot of bloodshed 
will have been prevented, a lot of ill- 
feeling spared and all of us will 
cheerfully subscribe to Soviet doc- 
trines when—and if—it can be prov- 
ed that we shall be any happier or 
any wealthier or that life can be 
lived any the more easily where Com- 
munism prevails,

GERMANY MAKES U8. OFFER 
OF SURPLUS WHEAT 


Berlin, Aug. 10—The German gov- 
ernment Saturday offered to buy 
500,000 tons of wheat from the hold- 
ings of the United States Farm 
Board for ‘delivery in 19382. 

Moving along another line in an ef- 
fort to relieve financial pressure on 
the farmers, the government issued 
an emergency decree providing for 
storage of grain, against negotiable 
warehouse certificates. 

On the theory that the farmers 
better sell their wheat now for 
what they can for cash, holding only 
enough to meet the domestic demand 
until spring, negotiations have begun 
with the Farm Board for the purch- 
ase of enough wheat to tide the na- 
tion. over from spring until the next 
harvest time. 

The emergency decree provide that 
the farmer’ shall store his grain, ac- 
cepting certificates negotiable at
